REYKJAVIK (Iceland) Aug 17. 
Lieut. Lowell H. Smith, command- 
er of the Army around-the-world 
flight, has decided to give up the 
proposed flight from Reykjavik to 
Angmagsalik, on the east coast 
of Greenland, and with Lieut. 
Erick Nelson will fly instead to 
Fredericksdal, on the southwest- 
ern point of Greenland, a short 
distance from Cape Farewell. 
The jump from Reykjavik to 
Fredericksdal will be about 825 
miles. It is estimated that with- 
out stopping the airmen will be 
forced to fly about twelve hours. 
Both Lieut. Smith and Lieut. 
Nelson appeared cheerful over the 
decision to go to Fredericksdal. 
When the correspondent was 
talking with the American flyers, 
Lieut. Locatelli, the Italian air- 
man, who reached Reykjavik to- 
day, from Hoefn-Hornafjord, 
called on Lieut. Smith and handed 
him a letter from the American 
air attache of the Embassy in

HOLD-UP AT SAN SALVADOR 

A train from Mexico City to 
Vera Cruz was held up at San 
Salvador, State of Vera Cruz, by 
over 100 men, reported to be un- 
der the leadership of Gen. Guada- 
lupe Sanchez, who was lieuten- 
ant of Senor De la Huerta in the 
last revolution. The rebels put ob- 
stacles on the track, wrecking the 
engine. A car of soldiers on the 
train opened fire in an attempt 
to drive off the rebels. but un- 
successfully, two soldiers being 
killed and fifteen wounded. Three 
young Germans who were in a 
Pullman car sprang to the rescue 
of the soldiers. They picked up 
the rifles dropped by wounded sol- 
diers and attempted to drive off 
the attackers, but they were all 
wounded, one grave.y |

man car. in which was a number 
of foreigners, mostly Germana.

“Historically, Europe has 
been our test market. The 
economic fabric of the United 
States has been built up on the 
basis of a balanced e rt trade 
supplying not only highly manu- 
factured products to Latin Ameri- 
ca and the Far- Eastern world, 
but an enormous volume of staple 
goods and raw * — products 
to the industrial nations of West- 
ern Europe. 

A turn of events that forces 
European nations into a decline 
and causes the United States to 
alter its export industries to meet 
the needs of more or less unde- 
veloped parts of the world neces- 
sarily will cause a profound shift- 
ing and derangement throughout 
our entire business organization.

(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRES) 

LONDON, Aug. 17.—M. Herriot, 
the French Premier, made a long 
statement to the press representa- 
tives in London tonight with a 
view, as he expressed it, to clarify- 
ing the conclusions of the confer- 
ence to his countrymen. He 
thought that after a month of 
complex technical discussions and 
incidents calculated to hide es- 
sentials unbiased Frenchmen 
— welcome such an explana- 
on. 


The statement covered the whole R 


recent history of the reparations 


problem, leading to the initiation 


of the Dawes plan. He emphasized 


that the Dawes scheme does not 


ee sanctions in case of bad 
‘faith. 

Quite the contrary, he asserted, 
it leaves the governments the care 
of determining their 
should sanction become necessary. 

“We have re-established the in- 
ter-Allied front in London in the 
event of Germany failing to keep 
her agreement,“ he declared. 

M. Herriot then outlined all the 
provisions of the Dawes plan hav- 
ing to do with guarantees, the 
foremost being supervision of the 
German banks which will attend 
to the reparations through a gen- 
eral council, half of the members 
of which will be foreigners, in- 
cluding one Frenchman. That was 
one guarantee. Other guarantees 
were taxes and railway bonds. 

Regarding taxes, he said it 
would be inadmissible and con- 
trary to the treaty for a German 
taxpayer to pay less than a French 
taxpayer. e railways he re- 
garded as one of the most im- 
portant parts of the scheme, where 
the work of the experts has been 
bolder still. He pointed out that 
the commissioner who will con- 
tro] the entire railway operations 
will be in all probability a French- 
man. All these he considered tm- 
portant guarantees for France. 

“Germany,” continued the Pre- 
mier, “is subjected to the whole 
system of control, and without 
doubt for problems of this im- 
portance there is no solution 
which can escape criticism and 
avoid all uncertainty. But what 
progress has been made over the 
former system, the illusory nature 
has been shown by experience. 

AMERICA TO AID 

“The United States has agreed 
to co-operate in the control to be 
exercised over Germany. Germany 
is not required to undergo this 
control —— but to accept it 
freely. e method is longer -and 
more difficult to apply, but hence- 
forward Germany cannot say she 
is yielding to force alone. She 
has entered into engagements with 
the whole world, with the United 
States as with France. Should she 
fail to meet the engagements thus 
contracted, the honor of all the 
nations who entered into these 
engagements with her would com- 
pel them to rise against her.“ 

Should the adoption of the 
principle of arbitration arise in. 
carrying out the scheme, France, 
according to M. Herriot, contem- 
plates a fruitful novelty for the 
future, and the Premier believes 
this innovation will ever- 
wider adherence.

FIELD WORK UNABATED 


Three Hundred Wells to be Drilled in Torrance Area 


Opened Year Ago by Midway Company 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

TORRANCE, Aug. 17.—Although it was a year ago last week 
that the Midway Northern Oil Company brought in Torrance No. 1 
on Redondo Road, opening up the Lomita area and thousands of 
acres of productive oil land to the east, development in this field con- 
tinues unabated, and 300 wells remain to be drilled. 


When the Midway Northern 
well was completed there was not 
another rig south or east of it 
and production in the field was 
confined to small flowing wells 
and pumpers in the Carson-street 


district. 
Today the daily production is 
ranging around 65,000 barrels, 


with new wells each week just 
about offsetting the decline in the 
yield of old producers. 

It is more than two years since 
the Chanslor-Canfield Midway Oil 
Company discovered the field with 
Del Amo No. 1, in the Redondo 
district. Almost a year later, 
when the Midway Northern spud- 
ded in south of Redondo 
most observers declared that the 
well was too far south for pro- 
duction, The hole began flowing 
a year ago at a rate of 1500 bar. 
ros a day, and a rush of activity 


followed, continuing until the 
southern e was located in Lo- 
mita. As a result of close spacing 


of wells in the rush to get oil, 
many operators suffered finan- 
clally, but extension after exten- 
sion proved up territory to the 
west and east until it included the 
big ‘leases of the more substantial 
operators. 


SMALL DRILLERS LOSE 

On these leases of the Standard. 
Pan-American, Fullerton, Shell, 
Sentinel, Petroleum Securities, Su- 
perior and Chanslor-Canfield Mid- 
way oil companies operations 
started in earnest six months ago.

C es que la tecnologia de 
aquellos deportes o juegos co- 
munes a los paises anglosajones, y 
que no se practican en los hisp4ni- 
cos, 0 vice versa, contiene términos 
que no pueden verterse con exacti- 
tud de una lengua a la otra. No 
habria, por ejemplo, quien, sin em- 
plear circunloquios, tradujera al 
inglés las siguientes frases propias 
de la tauromaquia: “Prendié Zu- 
rito un par monumental de poder 
a poder”: “Sigui6é Barajas con uno 
aprovechando al hilo de las tablas” :

FAIL OF IMMORTALITY 


Preaching on “The Narrow Way 
at the Plymouth Congregational 


Church yesterday, Dr. H. C. Cul- 
bertson gave it as his opinion that 
immortality is not “necessarily a 
“fact. in nature,” and that it 
possible for the soul so to debase 
itself as to render it liable te dis- 
integration. In part Dr. Culbert- 
son said: 

Most modern thinkers have giv- 
en up the medieval belief in end- 
less hell-torture because such a be- 
lief is inconsistent with the char- 
acter of God as revealed in the 
life and teaching of Jesus: and 
since we have discarded this he- 
lief, there are a good many shal- 
low-thinking folk who have leaped 
to the unwarranted conclusion that 
the Divine Being is going to gath- 
er everybody indiscriminately into 
a heaven of golden streets and an- 
gel harps regardless of their moral 


table kingdom is higher than 
the minreal kingdom and the ani- 
mal kingdom is higher than 
the vegetable kingdom, and just 
as human-kind is higher than the 
beast-kind, so among humans there 
are those who have attained, by 
God's grace, to.a higher kingdom, 
the heavenly kingdom of spiritual 


enables these persons to survive 
physical death and live on in a 
spiritual universe after this earth 
has passed away. 

“Are all men immortal? Not 
necessarily. In business, in art, in 
professional careers, it is the few 
who succeed and the many who 
fail. In the field of religion the 
analogy holds good, and only those 
survive who are fit to survive... 
“Jesus's teachings concerning 
the fate of men after death 
seem to refer to three classes of 
persons. For one group there is 
destruction, perishing, the fate of 
the chaff which is burnt up, (not 
tortured,. but destroyed.) He uses 
the word Gahenna. mistakenly 
translated hell. For another group, 
there is the often-repeated phrase, 


shall live also,’ in the endless ex- 
istence of the blessed, in fellow- 
ship with God, and increasing 
growth and glorious service in oth- 


a third group He describes punish- 
ment in after life. These are the 
persons who have evolved spiritual 
capacity and who have, to use bi- 
ological language, come into corre- 
spondénce with their spiritual en- 
vironment and therefore are able 
to survive death, but who are re- 
bellious against the light that is 
in them, sinning egainst§ their 
ideals; and for these Jesus pre- 
dicts punishment. 

“But, how about children who 
die in infancy? Do they sur- 
vive? The evolutionary analogy 
is plain. Children born of Christ- 
like parents, who have lived lives | 
of devotion and prayer, inherit a 
spiritual capacity end a tendency 
toward good just as truly as they 
inherit other traits.”

Asserts Cost Makes Arisona 
Project Infeasible 


Virgin Canyon Proposal Also 
Found Too Expensive 


Called More Practical 


That the proposed Arizona High 
Line Canal would be so costly its 
construction would be infeasible, 
and the Parker-Gila Valley proj- 
ect which would bring under irri- 
gation about 1,000,000 acres of 
land is the only practicable one 
proposed, are the conclusions of 
a special report made by E. C. 
LaRue, hydraulic engineer of the 
United States Geological Survey 


gineering Commission. 

The commission, says Mr. la 
Rue, discovered that the plan 
which called for diversion of wa- 
ter from the Colorado at Boulder 
Dam, 1325 feet above sea level, 
would cost $600,000,000 if the 
canai was constructed onty as far 
as the Williams River, an impos- 
sible figure. An alternative plan, 
providing for a diversion dam in 
the Virgin Canyon with the canal 
at 1580 feet above sea 
level, was estimated to cost $374.,- 
000,000 to the Williams River and 
this also was discarded for the 
same reason. A third alternative, 
the report says, was the construc- 
tion of a ninety-two-mile tunnel 
with a heading 1860 feet above 
sea level. To the proposed Wil- 
liams River reservoir, this tunnel 
would cost $2156,000,000. Tunnels 
from the proposed Glen Canyon 
reservoir and from Marble Can- 
yon to the headwaters of Verde 
River were discarded as being en- 
tirely too expensive. 


COST $225 PER ACRE | 
Further study of the ninety- 
two-mile tunnel scheme, says the 
report, sh that canals to irri- 
gate 2,000,000 acres would bring 
the cost of the completed project 
without interest, to 7460.00.00. 
or $225 an acre. The commission 
considered that — 
the proposal entire out o e 
question and recommended that 
it be dropped and that no funds 
be appropriated for a detailed 


survey. 

These proposals are not only in- 
feasible — of cost, but be- 
cause there is not enough water 
available, the report declares also. 
To irrigate 3,500,000 acres of land, 
which is available in the Gila Val- 
ley, would require 14,000,000 acre 
feet of water. the report points 
out. while when the ultimate de- 
velopment projects are carried out 
in the upper basin. the water sup- 

ly of the lower Colorado will 
— than 10.000.000 acre feet.

The feasibility of this 
project, which if developed, would 
bring the irrigated area on the 
Arizona side up to about 1,000,000 


‘acres, may be determined by the

Without doubt this project has 
sufficient merit to justify the ex- 
pendkure of a considerable sum to 
determine definitely its feasibility. 
“With ultimate development in 
the upper basin, with 800,000 acres 
irrigated in Mexico, and with wa- 
ter supplied to all irrigable lands 
on the California side, including a 
domestic supply for the Coast cit- 
les, there will, however be no wa- 
ter available for the Parker-Gila 
Valley project.”

DUNLAP TO FACE 
CHARGES TODAY 


Badge Bandit Must Answer 
to Ten Counts 


Murder Trial Not Scheduled 
Until September 22 


Keyes to Give His Personal

Harry J. Dunlap, so-called badge 
bandit, accused of sixteen crimes 
and much wanted, not only in Los 
Angeles, but in Sacramento ana 
other places, and by numerous per- 
sons who have been held up and 
robbed, will go to trial today in 
Judge Crail's court. Dunlap today 
will face ten counts, eight of rob- 
bery, one of assault to commit 
murder and one of assault to com- 
mit an offense against a young 


woman. 

The hunt for Dunlap extended 
over about a year. Strenuous ef- 
forts were made by Sheriff Trae- 
ger and his staff to apprehend him. 
Search was made throughout the 
States and in Mexico, but no trace 
was found of him. At length, 
through peculiar circumstances, a 
waitress in Detroit thought Dun- 
lap acted suspiciously and called 
the police. Dunlap's finger prints 
were com with those sent out 
by Sheriff Traeger and telegrams 
were sent to Los Angeles that Dun- 
lap was under arrest. 

Dunlap is accused of crimes, 
which, if he is convicted. would 
mean that he will go to State's 
prison for the rest of his life. He
